Special attention is paid to the proper introduc- 
tion of declensions and conjugations, as well as 
the necessary syntax. 

The work is based on Caesar's war with the 
Helvetii, and when the pupil has finished the 
book he has acquired over 700 words of Caesar's 
vocabulary and read the first twelve chapters of 
the first book. Particularly effective use is made 
of Reviews, not only for fixing the facts already 
learned, but also for systematizing and grouping 
in their proper relation rules and principles pre- 
viously made.
